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A Winning Football Team 


Tomorrow night Sacramento State College’s Hornets 
will vo into battle against the Treasure Island Navy team 
in the second game of SSC’s second football season. 

Last year, as Sacramento State students looked forward 
to the first home game of the season, they had little but 
hope to bolster their spirits. They had a green, new team, 
one that had been defeated, 46-0, by the San Diego Navy 
Bluejackets the previous week. As the season progressed, 
Sacramento State students became accustgmed to football, 
but also us the season progressed, spirit collapsed. 

Tho picture this vear is far different. The Hornet team 
has grown to a considerable size, there are several lettermen 
returning from last year, and last week SSC WON ITS 
FIRST GAME! The first winning game in the history of any 
school is-an important one, and it is especially significant 
that the Hornets won the first game of the season. 

Last vear, in these columns, the Hornet team was com- 
pared to the grass on campus, which was just coming up. 
This fall the grass is strong and hardy, and no amount of 
trampling will kill it. Likewise the Hornet team is strong 
and hardy, in spirit as well as in body. A year of trampling 
has killed neither grass nor football on this campus. 

November 10, 1953 is a historic date in the story of 
Sacramento Staie College, for on this date Student Council 
approved initiation of an “intercollegiate foothall program 
in 1954. assuming that it may be realized without discrim- 
ination against other student activities.” In the past vear 
the Associated Students of Sacramento State College have 
proved that they can support football without jeopardizing 
other activities on campus. 

Now that State has a winning team, it is up to the stu- 
dents to show what football can do fer a college, Those who 
shouted “We want football!” in the fall of 1953 felt that 
football would add to the well-rounded program of extra- 
curricular and scholastic activities of the college. 

Last week, as registration ended, Sacramento State had 
_2.192 full time students. Every one of these has paid a $10 
student activities fee and is admitted free to home games 
of the Hornets. There are six song leaders and five vell 
leaders, ax well as a 20-member rally committee to lead 
rooters, 

Hornet gridders ‘brought home a victory last week, 
for the first time in the history of SSC. They proved they 
have the determined spirit necessary for a winning team. 
Tomorrow night at 8 p.m., in the Grant stadium, all mem- 
bers of the ASSSC will have an opportunity to share in the 
spirit.

Oone of the most noticeable aspects of the Sacramento 
State Colleve campus, according to strangers to the campus 
and students, alike, is the apparent maturity and independ- 
ence of the students. 

Tuesday night, Student Council. at the request of the 
administration, appointed a committee to form policy on 
closing of the cafeteria*’and library during assemblies. |.ast 
semester the library was closed during several assemblies, 
at which outside speakers appeared. and caused much com- 
ment from students, It is impossible to force adult college 
students to attend assemblies against their will, and any 
attempt to dosois an infringement upon their indenendence. 

If effort is made to prepare assemblies w hich wil] attract 
students and hold their interest, no closing of library or 
cafeteria facilities will be necessary to force attendance. 

There is no controversy over the fact that clinking of 
coffee cuns adds little to assemblies held in the cafeteria 
and the closing of food service during the assemblies helped 
to alleviate the situation. In the case of assemblies held in 
the gym or, in the future, in the Little Theater, it seems
